Six Little Indians Make 
Medical Heart History 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Six lit- 


tle Indians have made medical 
history with their hearts. 


The young Sioux,—from the 


same 
family—were 
found to 


have heart murmurs when they 
were checked by Public Health 
Service 
doctors 
at 
Sisseton, 


N.D., where thsir tribe lives. 


The doctors referred them to 


the National Heart Institute and 
scientists there reported Tues- 
day that all six have inborn 
heart 
abnormalities. 
Two of 


them have a combination of de- 
fects that is unique. 


But none of the children, aged 


nine to 16, will have to undergo 
surgery because the defects ap- 
parently are not putting any 


strain on their hearts. 


The rarity was reported in a 


National Institutes 
of Health 


publication. 


"I've never seen this particu- 


lar combination of defects be- 
fore," said Dr. Eugene Braun- 
wald, chief of cardiology at the 
heart institute. 


"Two have a combined heart 


defect—an unusual type of nar 
rowing of the arteries supplying 
the lungs and a small hole about 
the size of a quarter in the wall 
separating the two upper cham- 
bers of the heart."

EVERYTHING’S FINE — Ev­ 
ery thing's coming up roses I That 
is the only way to describe na­ 
tional economic and business con­ 
ditions as the political campaign 
season approaches the vote. 
Historically , good times bene­ 
fit the political party in power 
and bad times benefit the “outs." 
Public opinion polls and the na­ 
tional 
mood 
indicate that this 
y ear’s presidential election won’t 
deviate from the pattern. 
Most of the economic indices 
show up favorahly —current levels 
of activity are high and the trend 
points upward The general public 
IS benefitting and display ing con­ 
fidence in the future by record 
spending 
for 
consumer 
items, 
home investment 
and a broad 
movement toward a higher stand­ 
ard of living. 
This genera! sati.sfaction with 
hu.sinesR activity , job availability , 
pay levels and the better life is 
even having a calming effect on 


the major cloud on the national 
horizon — the thrust for equal 
rights for the Negro minority . 
There is a subtle relationship 
tween the two. 
If times were less than good, 
if the struggle to gain a livelihood 
was more competitive, if business 
was "hurting,” the Negroes’ fight 
for equality would face much 
heavier re.si.stance. 
In many parts of the nation, 
Negroes form the core of job 
seek ers in semi-sk illed and un­ 
sk illed categories. If their lower 
wage demands were more suc­ 
cessfully competing with unem­ 
ploy ed whites for jobs, the poli­ 
tical reaction against the integra­ 
tion move would be much sharper 
and would reflect 
itself much 
more severely at the polls in No­ 
vember. 
As 
things 
are. 
the so-called 
"back lash" vote against integra­ 
tion probably will be held to a 
minimum in this y ear’s election. 


and the latter now hy sterically 
predict America is about to go 
down the drain. 
Nor can it be said that an op­ 
position party either here or in 
Europe alway s exercises forbear­ 
ance when it comes to character­ 
izing the incumbent. So, unfor­ 
tunately , the coming 
campaign 
will be a battle of words •— of

they merely stimulate the poten­ 
tial enemy to tak e chances, and 
then war comes. Both world wars 
of this century might have been 
prevented if some of the reso­ 
luteness which is 
often 
called 
“war mongering" today had been 
present then in the governments 
of Western Europe and in the 
United States, too. 
May be 
someday 
presidential 
campaigns will stress the integ­ 
rity and common sense of a can­ 
didate and not what he said in a 
speech y ears before or how he 
voted when he hasn’t quite real­ 
ized the true pressures of public 
opinion on a given issue 
It is 
most important that there should 
be an informed electorate and a 
perceptive one. 
Otherwise, the 
wiles of party politics tend to 
blur the image of a sy stem of 
government which, after all, must 
depend for its effectiveness on 
the support of patriotic and intel­ 
ligent voters.

Klan Is Subversive 


Eighteen y ears later, a South­

Tom Clark of Texas, put the Ku 
Klux Klan officially on the gov­ 
ernm ent’s list of subversive or­ 
ganizations. This was November 
24, 19 47. it is still there. And as 
of the very moment when the Re­ 
publican national convention was 
shouting 
down 
Gov. 
N e ls on 
Rock efeller’s 
demand 
that 
the 
Klan be officially criticized, the 
Klan rank ed with the Communist 
Party , the Fascist and Nazi par­ 
ties as subversive in the opinion 
of the Justice Department. 
My own experiences with the 
k lan 
were 
considerably 
before 
Tom Clark branded it as sub­ 
versive. 
Look ing 
through 
the 
many 
hundreds 
of 
columns 
I 
have written about the k lan I find 
one as early as October, 19 36, 
reporting that the Klan was ac­ 
cusing John Hamilton, then chair­ 
man of the Republican National 
Committee, of having been one 
of its members in Kansas, but 
deserting in order to curry favor 
with Catholics. 
It w'as in 19 46 that 1 managed 
to get a plant inside the Klan and 
was able to report on Grand 
Dragon Samuel Green's tirades 
inside the Atlanta k lavern, against 
Gov. Ellis Arnall, The Atlanta 
Constitution. The Atlanta Journal, 
editor Ralph McGill, whom he de­ 
scribed as “ Rosenwald McGill." 
Gov. Arnall, w'ho didn’t believe 
that 
extremism 
justified 
the 
means, took steps, together with 
his 
attorney 
general, 
Eugene 
Cook , to revok e the Klan’s char­ 
ter, and subsequently most South­ 
ern states passed laws banning 
hwded parades. If k lan.smen ap­ 
pear 
in 
public 
hiding 
behind 
night-shirts and pillow cases, they 
are arrested. 


Steps Of State Capitol 


It was about this time that 
this writer accepted a dare from 


the k luxers of Stone Mountain, 
Ga,, to come to Georgia, and 
delivered a radio broadcast from 
the steps of the Georgia Statft 
Capitol. Gov. A rnall unlik e th« 
Republican party in San Francis­ 
co, had the courage to appear 
there and introduce me.

The Klan got its biggest recent 
lift from the election of Gov. John 
Patterson in Alabama, whom it 
vigorously 
supported.

bama Grand Dragon Bob Shelton, 
who later supported Gov. Wal­ 
lace. 
But on the whole Southern gov­ 
ernors 
have 
fought the 
Klan. 
among them former Gov. Jim m y 
By rnes of South Carolina; 
th# 
present Governor Donald Russell; 
Gov. Terry Sanford of North Car­ 
olina; and Gov. Carl Sanders of 
Georgia. 
It was ironic that at the very 
same time the Republican na­ 
tional convention was refusing to 
criticise the Klan. North Carolina 
k lansmen were try ing to bum 
down the Elm City . N. C., First 
Presby terian Church. 
This 
poverty - strick en 
Negro 
church, which lik e many rural 
Negro churches, can barely 
ford to pay its pastor and cannot 
afford a coat of paint, had re­ 
ceived help from white students. 
Whereupon Grand Dragon Jam ei 
L. Jones went 
to the church, 
warned the students to k eep away . 
They continued their paint job. 
Klansmen threatened retaliation. 
And on the same night the GOP 
conclave was shouting down Gov. 
Rock efeller 
in 
San 
Franci.sco. 
two k lan.smen poured ga.soline on 
the church steps and lit a match. 
Fortunately , alert North Caro­ 
lina Troopers, under personal or-^ 
ders from Gov. Sanford, saved* 
the 
church 
and 
arrested 
th# 
Kluxers. Sanford did not agre# 
with the current, much empha­ 
sized policy of extremism.

Two fringe organizations of the radical 


right are expected to throw their support behind 
Barry Goldwater in convention opening on Thurs- 
day. One is the National Conservative Council, 
which will convene in Chicago, and the other is 
the Constitution Party, which will gather in 
Houston. 


Both of these potential third-party move- 


ments earlier made noises about giving their 
presidential nominations to Gov. George Wallace 
or someone else appropriately conservative if 
Goldwater was denied the G. 0. P. nomination at 
San Francisco. With Goldwater safely nominated, 
they apparently are willing to swallow their 
anger over the relatively moderate tone of the 
G. 0. P. platform. 


Of the two movements, the National Con- 


servative Council seems the stronger. Formed in 
Richmond, Va., last February, it claims nation- 
wide support and says it has taken preliminary 
steps to get a slate of electors on the ballot in 
29 states. Tom Anderson, a magazine publisher 
from Nashville, Tenn., and member of the Nat- 
ional Council of the John Birch Society, is listed 
as keynoter at the Chicago Convention. 


Goldwater's critics are bound to cite the con- 


ventions as evidence that a tidal wave of ex- 
tremism is engulfing his candidacy. At best, the 
help of the little old ladies in tennis shoes is a 
mixed blessing.

LBJ's Options For Veep 


The nomination of Bill Miller, a Catholic from New 


York State, (or Vice President on the Republican ticket 
J 


puts pressure on Lyndon Johnson to balance like with 
like, but it still leaves the Democrats with plenty of 
options. If they want to pick a Catholic for Vice Presi- 
dent al their Atlantic City convention, they can choose 
from a panel that includes Senators Eugene McCarthy 
of' Minnesota. Mike Mansfield of Montana and Torn 
Dodd of Connecticut. In addition to this they have Bobby 
Kennedy and Peace Corps man Sargent Shriver. 


My own feeling is that Gene McCarthy stands to 


benefit most from the Republican choice of Bill Miller. 
The reason is that if Johnson is compelled by campaign 
necessities to reject the claims of Senator Hubert 
Humphrey for second spot on the ticket he may think 
he has to do something to please "Humphrey country."

getting on the Johnson ticket are very good. The 
southern Republicans are praying, of course, that 
Bobby be set up as a target for them to shoot at. 
Johnsoe, being a consummate politician*, must know 
that the Republican choice of Bill Miller for veep is, 
la certain aspects, just so much bait in a trap. 
And LBJ is not one to fall for a trick. If he does 
{rick Bobby Kennedy for his running mate, it will 
be because he has decided to let southern states 
f« IB the effort to hold strategic big population 
eenles in the North and East. 


Strategies bearing on the Hubert Humphrey and 


southern questions to one side, the claims of Tom Dodd 
of Connecticut should be getting more consideration in 
Democratic ranks. Dodd is batting one thousand when 
it comes to foreign policy. It wasn't so very long ago 
that Dodd was telling his fellow senators — and the 
nation as a whole — that the United States was pulling 
a big boner in lending prestige and money to the UN 
campaign to unseat Moise Tshombe in the Congo. Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy teetered for a moment in Dodd's 
direction, then decided to go along with the UN thesis 
that the Congo must be "unified" by carrying open war 
against Tshombe's Katanga province, which was de- 
scribed as "secessionist."

Tshombe had been for a Congo federation 
based roughly on the analogy of the American system.

Congo has passed into history, and UM Congolese 
have had to call upon the rejected Tshombe to 


» essay the virtually impossible task of hoMiaf thehr 
* country together. 


Tom Dodd has claims to vindicated prophecy on 


every foreign policy issue which has engaged his at- 
tention. He told the world that Ghana was falling out 
of the western orbit in Africa long before the State 
Department saw it that way. He warned his fellow 
senators that Prime Minister Cheddi Jagan of British 
Guiana was a Castroite willing to accept help from 
Moscow when Britishers were saying that Jagan was, 
at worst, just a Tito. He opposed the "neutralization" 
of I JOB, predicting that a tri-partite division of that

On Subversive List In 1947 


WASHINGTON - Listening to 


the Republican National Conven- 
tion roar down any criticism of 
the John Birch Society and the 
Ku Klux Klan brought back to 
me some personal memories. 
, For a good many years I had a 
plant inside the Klan in Atlanta, 
Ga., reporting what was going on. 
In those days the Klan was more 
anti-Catholic than anti-Negro; so 
it was ironic to watch predomi- 
nantly Protestant 
delegates at 


San Francisco shout indirect ap- 
proval of the Klan, then turn 
around and shout approval of a 
Roman Catholic to run for Vice- 
President. 


Republicans of course will deny 


it, but the backbone of the Klan 
in this century has always been 
Protestant Republicans. And it's 
biggest moment in this century 
was its parade down Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue in 1925 past the 
White House where Calvin Cool- 
idge, a Republican, sat as presi- 
dent. 


Twenty five thousand klans- 


men, in full regalia, hoods and 
all, marched in that exhibition of 
Klan power; while a total of 100,- 
000 Klan 
wives and 
children 


swarmed into Washington. It was 
the biggest march on the nation's 
capital at that time — bigger 
than the bonus army march which 
followed in 1932. 


Most of the klansmen in that 


parade came from Indiana, Ohio, 
Kansas, New Jersey, and Mary- 
land, then predominantly Repub- 


Voters Have To Unravel Political Ambiguities 


EN ROUTE FROM SAN FRAN- 


CISCO, July 20 — The tumult and 
the" shouting are over, but the 
real battle has just begun. It 
isn't simply a debate between 
two 
rival 
candidates 
for 
the 


presidency. It is a struggle, by 
the use of all manner of com- 
munication 
media 
and 
party 


workers, to make millions of vot- 
ers believe either that it will be 
a disaster to elect one nominee 
or that it means Utopia to choose 
the other. 


But things aren't always as 


political 
manipulation 
makes 


them out to be. How bewildering, 
for instance, to watch on the TV 
all the emotional demonstrations 
for Governor Scraaton and to 
hear him say harsh things criti- 
cal of Senator Goldwater and of 
the platform, only to listen to 
him the next night imploring his 
own supporters to unite behind 
the party's nominee. Indeed, the 
Pennsylvania 
Governor, 
in 
a 


speech written before the roll 
call of states but read after Mr. 
Goldwater was victorious, said: 


"I shall work for and fully sup- 


port the ticket chosen by this 
convention. Though many of us 
felt that the platform could be 
improved, all of us can find it 
acceptable." 


Then what was all the furor 


about? This, it must be said in 
reply, is politics, and it wouldn't 
be half as ambiguous or mislead- 
ing if the American people took 
the time to read, not just during 
a convention 
but 
through the 


years in between, the facts about 
their government and the prac- 
tices of the politicians. 


This correspondent has covered 


13 national campaigns, beginning 
in 1912, and, with the exception 
of the conventions that year, has 
been present at the 25 conven- 
tions held since. They often leave 
an impression of confusion. Even 
the dictionaries do not give sat- 
isfactory definitions of the words 
used in the war of epigrams. 
Nor can the statements that get 
the most applause on the stump 
always be 
readily understood. 


Senator Goldwater, for instance,

said to the convention in his ac- 
ceptance speech; 


"I would remind you that ex- 


tremism in the defense of liberty 
is no vice. And let me remind 
you also that moderation in the 
pursuit of justice is no virtue." 


This could he taken to mean 


that the Arizona senator was re- 
affirming the right of our fore- 
fathers to revolt against an Eng- 
lish king. It could mean that the 
disorderly 
demonstrations 
con- 


ducted recently by some of the 
Negro organizations are defensi- 
ble because 
the objective was 


considered by them to be worthy. 
The two sentences quoted could 
have been aimed, on the other 
hand, at those who wanted to 
insert in the Republican plat- 


form a 
condemnation of "ex- 


tremism." Senator Goldwater has 
since said that he didn't have 
"political extremism" in mind. 


Party 
conventions are some- 


times spectacular, but they do 
not always reflect the wishes of 
the people — and yet it is not 
easy to know what the people 
want or how they feel. In sec- 
tions of the press, moreover, there 
is too much emotional criticism 
and not enough objective analysis. 
Senator Goldwater has been por- 
trayed, for instance, as an ir- 
responsible, imprudent and impul- 
sive man.

Inside Washington

EVERYTHING'S FINE — Ev- 


erything's coming up roses! That 
is the only way to describe na- 
tional economic and business con- 
ditions as the political campaign 
season approaches the vote. 


Historically, good times bene- 


fit the political party in power 
and bad times benefit the "outs." 
Public opinion polls and the na- 
tional mood indicate that this 
year's presidential election won't 
deviate from the pattern. 


Most of the economic indices 


show up favorably—current levels 
of activity are high and the trend 
points upward. The general public 
is benefitting and displaying con- 
fidence in the future by record 
spending 
for 
consumer 
items, 


home investment and a broad 
movement toward a higher stand- 
ard of living. 


This general satisfaction with 


business activity, job availability, 
pay levels and the better life is 
even having a calming effect on 


the major cloud on the national 
horizon ~ the thrust for equal 
rights for the Negro minority. 
There is a subtle relationship be- 
tween the two. 


If times were less than good, 


if the struggle to gain a livelihood 
was more competitive, if business 
was "hurting," the Negroes' fight 
for equality would face much 
heavier 
resistance. 


In many parts of the nation, 


Negroes form the core of job 
seekers in semi-skilled and un- 
skilled categories. If their lower 
wage demands were more suc- 
cessfully competing with unem- 
ployed whites for jobs, the poli- 
tical reaction against the integra- 
tion move would be much sharper 
and would reflect itself much 
more severely at the polls in No- 
vember. 


As things are, the so-called 


"backlash" vote against integra- 
tion probably will be held to a 
minimum in this year's election. 


and the latter now hysterically 
predict America is about to go 
down the drain. 


Nor can it be said that an op- 


position party either here or .in 
Europe always exercises forbear- 
ance when it comes to character- 
izing the incumbent. So, unfor- 
tunately, the coming campaign 
will be a battle of words — of 
invectives 
and 
inmsendoes, of 


glowing promises 
and 
boastful 


pledges by both sides. 


Yet, when the -votes are finally 


counted, it- will be found that the 
collective 
judgment, 
even 
if 


wrong, puts into the White House 
a man. who feels the restraints 
of 
a tremendous responsibility 


and of a trusteeship that includes 
concern for the lives and welfare 
not only of the members of his 
own party but of all the people. 


As for international affairs, no 


man in the White House is ever 
going to precipitate war or do 
anything rash, but here again 
distortions can be spread. Words 
of appeasement, on the 
other 


hand, may sound as if they are 
pacific and prudent, but often 
they merely stimulate the poten- 
tial enemy to take chances, and 
then war comes; Both world wars 
of this century might have been 
prevented if some of the reso- 
luteness which is 
often 
called 


"war mongering" today had been 
present then in the governments 
of Western Europe and in the 
United States, too. 


Maybe 
someday 
presidential 


campaigns will stress the integ- 
rity and common sense of a can- 
didate and not what he said in a 
speech years before or how be 
voted when he hasn't quite real- 
ized the true pressures of public 
opinion on a given issue. It is 
most important that there should 
be an informed electorate and a 
perceptive one. 
Otherwise, the 


wiles of party politics tend to 
blur the image of a system of 
government which, after all, must 
depend for its effectiveness on 
the support of patriotic and intel- 
ligent voters.

Klaa Is Subversive 


Eighteen years later, a South- 


erner, stern 
Attorney General 


Tom Clark of Texas, put the Ku 
Klux Klan officially on the gov- 
ernment's list of subversive or- 
ganizations. This was November 
24, 1947. It is still there. And as 
of the very moment when the Re- 
publican national convention was 
shouting 
down 
Gov. N e l s o n 


Rockefeller's demand 
that the 


Klan be officially criticized, the 
Klan ranked with the Communist 
Party, the Fascist and Nazi par- 
ties as subversive in the opinion 
of the Justice Department. 


My own experiences with the 


klan were considerably 
before 


Tom Clark branded it as sub- 
versive. 
Looking 
through 
the 


many hundreds of columns I 
have written about the klan I find 
one as early as October, 1936, 
reporting that the Klan was ac- 
cusing John Hamilton, then chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee, of having been one 
of its members in Kansas, but 
deserting in order to curry favor 
with Catholics. 


It was in 1946 that I managed 


to get a plant inside the Klan and 
was able to report on Grand 
Dragon Samuel Green's tirades 
inside the Atlanta klavern, against 
Gov. Ellis Arnall. The Atlanta 
Constitution. The Atlanta Journal, 
editor Ralph McGill, whom he de- 
scribed as "Rosenwald McGill." 


Gov. Arnall, who didn't believe 


that 
extremism 
justified 
the 


means, took steps, together with 
his 
attorney 
general, 
Eugene 


Cook, to revoke the Klan's char- 
ter, and subsequently most South- 
ern states passed laws banning 
hooded parades. If klansmen ap- 
pear 
in public 
hiding 
behind 


night-shirts and pillow cases, they 
are arrested. 


Steps Of State Capitol 


It was about this time that 


this writer accepted a dare from 


the kluxers of Stone Mountain, 
Ga., to come to Georgia, and 
delivered a radio broadcast from 
the steps of the Georgia Stat« 
Capitol. Gov. Arnall, unlike th« 
Republican party in San Francis- 
co, had the courage to appear 
there and introduce me. 


This was on July 27, 1946. Th« 


Klan was placed on the Justice 
Department's subversive list on 
Nov. 24, 1947. 


In 1956, I interviewed one ol 


the Georgia klansmen and pub. 
Jished the story of Klan resent, 
ment 
against 
Mayor 
William 


Hartsfield for banning klansmea 
from the Atlanta police force; 
plans to bomb Ralph McGill of

Kian's printing ararngement with 
Gerald L. K. Smith, the anti- 
Semite. 


The Klan got its biggest recent 


lift from the election of Gov. John 
Patterson in Alabama, whom it 
vigorously supported. Patterson 
was seen openly with the Ala- 
bama Grand Dragon Bob Shelton. 
who later supported 
Gov. Wal- 


lace. 


But on the whole^ Southern gov- 


ernors have 
fought the 
Klan". 


among them former Gov. Jimmy 
Byrnes of South Carolina; tha 
present Governor Donald Russell j 
Gov. Terry Sanford of North Car- 
olina; and Gov. Carl Sanders o* 
Georgia. 


It was ironic that at the very 


same time the Republican na- 
tional convention was refusing to 
criticise the Klan, North Carolina 
klansmen were trying to burn 
down the Elm City, N. C., First 
Presbyterian Church. 


This 
poverty - stricken 
Negro 


church, which like many rural 
Negro churches, can barely a& 
ford to pay its pastor and cannot 
afford a coat of paint, had re, 
ceived help from white students. 


Whereupon Grand Dragon James 


L. Jones went to the church, 
warned the students to keep away. 
They continued their paint job. 
Klansmen threatened 
retaliation. 


And on the same night the GOP 
conclave was shouting down Gov; 
Rockefeller 
in San Francisco, 


two klansmen poured gasoline on 
the church steps and lit a match. 


Fortunately, alert North Caro. 


Una Troopers, under personal or- 
ders from Gov. Sanford, saved' 
the church 
and arrested th« 


Kluxers. Sanford did not agre« 
with the current, much empha. 
sized policy of extremism.

A father measures time by his 


children. In their brightness, he 
sees his shadows; in their ener- 
gy, he sees his age. Last week, 
Virginia Lee was 27, and the day 
came and went like thousands of 
others, in monotonous sunshine. 
Still, the event started a chain 
of recollections — an old movie 
running backwards — and when 
I phoned to wish her a happy 
birthday, it was as though an 
old bruise began to ache. 


Elinor Dunning and I were mar- 


ried on June 14, 1930. She had a 
round face and dark round eyes. 
She was a Wall Street secretary. 
I was a cub reporter on The New 
York Mirror. She earned $30 a 
week. My salary was $25. She 
loved children. I could not for- 
give tham their childishness. 


The first baby was born in 


October 1931. The little girl never 
drew a breath. It was a deep 
shock to a fresh kid, such as I 
was. A bad one, because, until 
then, I thought that all pregnan- 
cies terminated in babies and 
bassinets. The second infant was 
born in July 1935. She lived four 
hours. 


It depressed Elinor. 
It made 


me moody. The pendulum of dis- 
interest in children swung across 
the face of time. I read books on 
pregnancy, on the' care of in- 
fants. I even held a few. We were 
examined by doctors. Nothing. 
Keep trying. Pray. Relax. 


In the summer of 1937, Elinor 


was pregnant again. I bought a 
second-hand Packard. "Let's tour 
the Shenandoah mountains," I 
said. She studied 
me. 
"This 


way?" she said. I nodded. "This 
way," I said. "The last time, 
the doctors had you in bed a 
month before delivery, and noth- 
ing happened, so why not be 
reckless this time?" 


We spent a few days in Wash- 


ington. One night we got drunk on 
gin. The next day, as we were 
driving through Leesburg, Elinor 
felt two pains — one in the head. 
I turned into the Leesburg Hos- 
pital driveway — a long one — 
and the third little girl was born 
within 31 minutes. I waited in 
an ante-room for the bad news. 
The doctor said: "Little girl. A 
little ahead of time, but 7 pounds, 
six ounces.

We inverted the name of town 


and state and called her Virginia 
Lee.

The only time she whimpered 
was at red lights. 


I called her Missy. She grew 


up to become my 
friend, 
my 


daughter, 
my 
confidante. 
She 


wore denim and cowboy boots and 
guns until she was 11. Then she 
volunteered for after-school work 
at Holy Name Hospital in the 
infant ward. I asked why. "Be- 
causc,': she said gravoly, "when 


I grow up I want to have a lot of 
babies." 


Gayle was born six years after 


Missy, and this was the fast-foot- 
ed tomboy of the family. The wit. 
The detractor. To this one, I be- 
came "Daddyo." We traveled to- 
gether — to Europe, to Asia, to 
Africa — but Missy 
remained 


home to help her mother, to study 
hard, to write her first book at 
the age of 17, and to see it make 
the Doubleday Book Club.

At 18, she married her high
